The  only  branch  mint  Proofs  we  listed  in  the  Standard  Gl 
Icgue  are  those  for  which  historical  data  are  available  tendinc 
show  that  they  were  authentic  specimen  or  souvenir  coins  of  spe 
mintage.  The  only  addition  we  could  legitimately  make  to  this  lii 
the  1855  "S"  quarter,  which  was  lot  87  in  the  celebrated  Maris 
of  1886.  This  was  sent  from  some  official  of  the  San  Francisco  t 
to  the  W.  W.  Long  Museum,  as  the  first  quarter  dollar  ever  co 
in  California;  and  the  documentation  accompanied  the  coin  whe 
appeared  in  the  Maris  sale.

Ans.  You  asked  for  our  opinTn,  and  that  is  all  we  can  give,  s 
facts  are  apparently  not  to  be  had  on  the  subject  of  values.  Tl 
seems  to  exist  a sort  of  cycle  of  fads  in  coins.  From  1860  to  cb 
1867  the  collectors  were  all  mod  about  Washington  items;  they  w 
into  the  doldrums  thereafter  and  are  just  now  beginning  to  climb 
In  the  late  1 860's  and  70's  it  v^cs  Colonial  copper;  in  the  80's 
90's  it  was  early  silver;  ofter  1907  it  was  patterns;  about  every  ih* 
years  since  the  middle  '60's  large  cents  have  hit  a peak,  exempli 
by  the  M.ickley  (1867),  Parmelee  (1890).  and  Jackman  (19 
sales,  and  more  recently  by  the  Downing,  Ryder  and  DuPont  offerir 
For  any  particular  coin,  of  course,  the  basic  components  of  value 
authenticity,  rarity  of  date,  rarity  of  variety  (aporoximately  in  tel 
of  number  extant),  and  condition.  The  only  slightly  predictable  fl 
(and  most  important)  factor  is  that  of  demand  for  the  series,  wH 
is  dependent  to  a larae  extent  on  the  fad  phenomenon  we 
described  plus  the  availability  of  concrete  information.  The  publi 
tion  of  a standard  reference  work  on  a series  causes  a tempOK 
spurt  of  interest,  gradually  followed  by  steadily  increasing  dema 
This  has  so  far  held  true  for  every  series  except  half  Himes  bust  f 
halves,  and  early  quarters.

Another  factor  in  the  production  of  fads  seems  to  be  crutches  for 
average  collector  like  a simplified  basic  catalogue  and  "Penny  Boo: 
folders.  We  have  little  doubt  that  if  Whitman  holders  were  provii 
for  Hard  Times  Tokens  that  series  would  (to  a dearee)  imitate 
Lincoln  Cents  in  price  behavior.  The  great  rarities  "drag  their  he<< 
as  you  put  it,  because  they  are  not  highly  publicized  (with  obv' 
exceptions  in  the  regular  mint  issues  such  as  the  notorious  1^1 
dollar,  1913  nickel,  etc.),  and  are  not  properly  handled  ot 
auctions  often  enough  to  capitalize  on  manufactured  hvsteria.  TN 
great  rarities  are  thus  appreciated  principally  by  a few  special* 
who  generally  buy  them  privately  and  are  literally  twenty  or  th 
years  ahead  of  the  collecting  public,  sometimes  more,  in  recognia 
numismatic  royalty.
